fiv e tho usand Lo ndo n busmen 
went o n strike to day , serio usly 
crippling the city ’s transpo rta­ 
tio n sy stem, and the po ssibility 
aro se that subway and streetcar 
wo rkers might jo in the strike to 
paraly ze co mpletely the m etro ­ 
po litan transpo rt netwo rk. 
The May Day walko ut, o nly 12 
day s befo re King Geo rge’s co ro ­ 
natio n, 
started 
sho rtly 
after 
m idnight in an attem pt to en­ 
fo rce wo rkers’ demands fo r a 
reductio n o f the wo rking day 
fro m eight to sev en and o ne- 
half ho urs and fo r slo wer bus 
schedules. 
Go v ernment 
nego tiato rs 
a t­ 
tempted to find a so lutio n to the 
situatio n, fearing the subway 
and surface car unio ns, allied 
with the busmen, might strike 
in sy mpathy when Lo ndo n is 
jammed with co ro natio n v isito rs. 
The tie-up o f 5,000 buses o n 
240 ro utes was ex pected to thro w 
a strain o n the already cro wd­ 
ed undergro und sy stem, partic­ 
ularly since mo re than 100,000 
so ccer fans wo uld attem pt to

Ernest Bev in, secretary o f the 
Transpo rt and General Wo rkers 
unio n, said the strike applied

asked last night at an uno ffi­ 
cial meeting to jo in in a sy mpa­ 
thy strike. 
Pickets patro lled the bus-line 
garages to prev ent any v ehicles 
fro m starting early in the m o rn­ 
ing o n the bus ro utes that carry 
58 per cent o f the passengers in 
the Lo ndo n area, a quantity 
that co uld no t be abso rbed by 
the subway sy stem. 
Cro wds gathered o utside the 
garages,

Indianapo lis, May 1 (A*) — In ­ 
diana studied im po rtant state 
supreme co urt decisio ns to day 
upho lding two state acts as a 
hint came fro m a litigant tha t 
an appeal fro m o ne o f the rul­ 
ings m ight be carried to the 
United States supreme co urt. 
The Indiana co urt, in its rul­ 
ings, added millio ns o f do llars to 
the state’s gro ss inco me tax rev ­ 
enue and upheld a 19 37 -change- 
o f-Judge law. 
In o ne decisio n, the co urt held 
that 
Indiana 
m anufacturers 
m ust pay gro ss inco me tax o n 
their interstate and fo reign bus­ 
iness, including back pay ments 
o n their inco me since the law 
became effectiv e in 19 33, and 
must pay a tax o f o ne per cent 
o n inco me fro m inv estments in 
no n-tax able 
municipal 
bo nds. 
Delinquent gro ss inco me tax es 
must be paid, if ruled, at the 
rate o f o ne-fo urth o f o ne per 
cent. 
In the seco nd decisio n, the 
co urt upheld the act enabling a 
pro secuto r to o btain a change 
o f judge in a criminal case. 
Henry M. Co chrane, secretary 
o f the Indiana M anufacturers 
asso ciatio n, which spo nso red a 
test o f the gro ss inco me tax law, 
said the asso ciatio n’s directo rs 
will be called, pro bably nex t 
week, to decide w hether to take 
an appeal to the United States 
supreme co urt. 
Co chrane was unable to esti­ 
mate the am o unt o f tax es in­ 
v o lv ed in the case. Gro ss inco me 
tax o fficials said the decisio n 
wo uld add sev eral millio n do llars 
to the state’s rev enue fro m this 
so urce.

Wo rkers by the tens o f tho us­ 
ands pushed aside ro utine tasks 
to day to engage in traditio nal

demo nstratio ns

sco res o f the wo rld’s largest cit­ 
ies.

Organizers o f New Yo rk’s May 
Day celebratio n called fo r a dem­

it as the greatest in the city ’s 
histo ry . The city mo bilized its 
19 ,000 po licemen as a precautio n­ 
ary mo v e. So cialists and Co m­ 
munists jo ined in the celebratio n 
fo r the first time. 
At Chicag o labo r and po litical 
g ro ups called fo r a demo nstra­ 
tio n by 10,000 marchers. Ex tra 
po licemen were po sted at strate­ 


g ic po ints do wnto wn and guards 
were po sted at radio statio ns, 
electric serv ice statio ns and tele­ 
pho ne co mpanies. 
The day to o k o n the aspects o f 
a natio nal ho liday in France and 
Russia. 
In France demo nstrato rs mo ­ 
bilized to hail gains achiev ed by 
the peo ple’s fro nt go v ernment, 
to demand new so cial refo rms 
and to seek co nso lidatio n o f fo rc­ 
es against fascism.

Officials o f 
Mex ico ’s federal district ro uted 
their parades o v er different sec­ 
tio ns o f the city to av o id clashes. 
A do wnto wn mass meeting was 
called in Detro it by a united 
tato r, and his aides to o k places May Day co mmittee claiming to 
represent 100 unio n, fraternal 
and labo r o rganizatio ns. But the

OLD AND NEW METHODS 
We don’t often realize the extent to which 
m odern m achinery has elim inated the worst 
form of dru dgery from hu m an society u ntil we 
bu mp into an object lesson tak en from the dim 
past. 
In the Chinese province of Szechu an there is 
the world’s oldest oil field; a field where oil has 
been tak en from the earth for the past 2,000 
years. It shou ld be explained th a t the oil is only 
a by-produ ct; w hat is really being sou ght is salt, 
and for 20 centu ries or more, the Chinese have 
been pu m ping brine u p from wells th a t dot the 
whole province, u sing the n atu ral gas th a t also 
comes u p from the shafts to evaporate the brine 
and treating the oil pu rely as a ra th e r u nim ­ 
po rtan t by-produ ct. 
Now the interesting thing abou t this great salt- 
m ining indu stry is the way in which prim itive, 
back -break ing labor m ethods are still being 
u sed. 
Everything is done ju st as it^w as 2,000 years 
ago. 
The entire operation is done by hand labor, 
inclu ding the drilling of the wells, the pu m ping 
and the constru ction of m achinery. Fu lly a m il­ 
lion m en are employed, and the average wage 
ru ns between 15 and 25 cents a day. The wells 
vary in depth from a few yards to m ore th a n 
3500 feet. 
Dou btless it can be im agined th a t with all the 
work done by hand, some of the processes are 
extrem ely slow. It has tak en whole decades to 
drill some of the deeper wells. 
All of the equ ipm ent is made of bamboo — 
everything from pipe lines to drilling cable. In ­ 
deed, a special bamboo plantation is m aintained 
to su pply the wood for this pu rpose. All of the 
m achinery, of cou rse, is tu rned ou t by laboriou s 
hand labor, ju st as it was m any centu ries ago. 
Pictu re w hat m odern m achinery wou ld do to 
an indu stry lik e that! Steel wou ld replace the 
bamboo. Wells th a t now tak e m any years to 
drill wou ld replace the bamboo. Wells th a t now 
tak e m any years to drill wou ld be drilled in a 
few week s. Gasoline and steam engines wou ld 
drive the pu mps, and the weary arm ies of coolies 
wou ld cease to be m ere beasts of bu rden and 
wou ld have a chance to live norm al, hu m an 
lives. And — can you im agine the work ers in a 
m odern indu strial plant pu tting u p w ith wages 
of 25 cents a day? 
The contrast is strik ing. It illu strates clearly 


WHAT IS HABIT? 
“H abit” is su ch a common, everyday sort of 
term , w ith which everyone is m ore or less fa ­ 
m iliar, th a t it hardly seems necessary to discu ss 
it a t all. However, it is in this very fact — th a t 
habits are so commonplace and ordinary in the 
m inds of the great m ass of individu als — th a t 
the danger lies. All too frequ ently th e fu n d a­ 
m ental im portance of form ing rig h t habits in 
early life is m inim ized or overlook ed altogether. 
W ithou t any attem pt to give a strictly scien­ 
tific definition, it m ay be said th a t h abit is the 
endency to repeat w hat has been done before. 
One develops n o t only habits of acting bu t Jiab- 
its of think ing and feeling in certain ways. 
H abits in regard to the care of the body — 
eating, sleeping, elim inating, bathing — are easily 
form ed and vitally effect health. O u r m anners 
are a collection of habits; we do a ru de or cou r­ 
teou s thing alm ost w ithou t stopping to think . 
If we did not learn the m u scu lar m ovem ents 
which become habitu al throu gh repetition we 
cou ld never play the piano, ru n a typew riter, or 
gain sk ill in athletics. 
Of cou rse, children m u st learn the sim pler mo­ 
tions first — the u se of k nife and fork , and bu t­ 
toning of bu ttons, and the tying of k nots. The 
m orals of m ost of u s are, to a large extent, the 
resu lt of habits of think ing form ed in early life 
— ou r attitu de tow ard the drink ing of alcoholic 
liqu ors or the tak ing of others’ property, or the 
problem of sex, as well as ou r attitu d e tow ard 
other people, w hether sincere or deceitfu l, friend­ 
ly or antagonistic. Most of ou r preju dices are 
the ou tcome of habits of think ing form ed in 
childhood. 
M any persons as children develop a feeling 
abou t racial and religiou s differences which m ay 
lead, in later life, to intolerance and h atred to ­ 
w ard their playm ates who have the m isfortu ne 
of being orphans, or the child whose m other is 
a scru bwoman, or whose fath er is a garbage col­ 
lector, or who is boarded u nder the care of a 
child-placing agency. 
Care shou ld be tak en to see th a t children are 
early tau ght k indness and consideration for 
those less fortu nate, for u nconsciou sly they will 
form their attitu des from the home atm osphere.
